HEIGHTS CANYON 
MAY BE PROTECTED 


Proposed City Project May 
Prevent Debris Being 
Washed on Property 


Possibility of getting Frankish 
canyon in San Antonio Heights 
lined with pavement to prevent 
further erosion and huge loss in 
floods wag seen today, Flood 
waters rushing down from the 
mountains in past floods have 
dumped much debris on property 
adjacent to Twenty-fourth street. 

Relining of this channel would 
prevent this situation and Upland 
city officials are today considering 
the possibility of sponsoring such 
a project. Enrollees at the Cuca- 
mounga CCC camp may be availa- 
ble for this work, according to 
Ralph Darcey, camp superintend- 
ent. R. O. Price, one of the prop- 
erty owners affected by the storm 
damage, Mayor D. J. Cameron 
and Mr. Darcy discussed the situ- 
ation yesterday. 

It is proposed the city would 
provide at least a portion of the 
materials with the camp enrollees 
doing the work. Relining of the 
channel with either rock, concrete 
or asphalt would prevent the flood 

ters from washing rocks and 
other debris down on _ property 
adjaceint to Twenty-fourth street. 

A conference is to be arranged 
between city officials, C. E. Grier, 
chairman of the county board of 
supervisors, and CCC camp offic- 
ials. In the meantime, Richard G. 
Manley, city engineer, will study 
possible costs. The canyon is out- 
side the city limits. 

With the debris being eliminat- 
ed, the present storm channels 
would be adequate to handle flood 
waters during heavy rains, accord- 
ing ta Mr. Manley. 

To clear up the debris after the 
March storm, the city expended 
more than $2,000, it was reported. 
An investment now in paving the 
channel would prevent further 
further repetition of the damage, 
it is contended.

That Game Called Golf : 


According to what we have read, golf is a gift—which ex- 
plains why it originated in Scotland. Or did it? Some eall 
it a game—others call it a disease. Perhaps it’s both. No 
matter what one calls it—golf is the most ridieuled pastime 
that was ever invented. It is most exasperating to these who 
play it and to those who are golf widows—or golf bachelors. 

The ridiculers are those who have not yet tried it—and 
when they reach the stage where they attempt to show their 
golf fanatic friends just how easy it is to knock out that little 
white pellet as accurately and as far as they please they have 
a sudden awakening that is at the same time exasperating 
and humiliating. They discover that little white pill is the 
most elusive and uncontrollable thing they ever attempted to 
conquer. They ‘‘take a crack’’ at the little ball, look where| 
they intended—and thought—it would go—and discover it has 
gone in an entirely different direction or that they missed it 
altogether. Having thus failed in their effort to pelt the pellet 
they become enraged after a few more similar efforts—and be- 
come determined to master the game or die. And the great 
majority die before they master it. Thus are golf fanaties 
made. 

One of our local golf addiets who has been determined— 
for years—to do or die in this regard (Roy Bradley by name) 
handed us a little dissertation on golf that originated in the 
fertile mind of some fellow back in Illinois—the Sucker state 
—which, in substance, runs something like this: 

Golf is a bit of work made expensive enough for a rich man 
to enjoy. It is a physical and mental exertion made attract- 
ive by the fact that you have to dress for it in a $200,000 elub 
house. Grolf is what letter carrying, ditch digging and carpet 
beating would be if those three tasks had to be performed on} 
the same hot afternoon—in short pants and colored sox—by 
gentlemen who require a different implement for each move. 


Golf is the 


simplest looking game in the world when you 


decide to take it up—and the toughest looking after you have 
been at it ten or twelve years. It is probably the only game 


a man can play as long as a quarter of a century—and then 
diseover it was too deep for him in the first place. 

The game is played on carefully selected grass—with little 
white balls and as many clubs as the player ean afford. These 
balls cost from 25¢ to $1.25 each—and it is possible to support 
a family of ten people (all adults) for five months, on the money 
represented by the balls lost by some golfers in a single after-| 
noon. 


A golf course has eighteen holes—seventeen of which are 
unnecessary and only put in to make the game harder. A 


*‘hole"’ has a tin eup in the center of the ‘‘green.’’ A *“green”’ 
is a small bit of grass—costing about $1.99 'a blade—and is 
usually located between a brook and a couple of apple trees. 
The bali must not be thrown, pushed or carried—but must be 
propelled with about $200 worth of curious looking implements 
especially designed to provoke the owner. 

After each hole has been completed a golfer counts his 
strokes—then subtracts about six and says “I made that in 
five,”’ or ‘*That’s one above par.”’ | 

And as a parting shot the author sareastically says that 
after the eighteenth and final hole the golfer adds up his score 
—and stops when he has reached 78 or 80. He then takes a 
bath, sings ‘*Sweet Adeline”’ along with six or eight other liars 
—and calls it the ‘end of a perfect day.”’ 

If there are any of our readers who have been undecided 
about joining Red Hill Country club this should induce them 
to sign up at once. You now know all the secrets of the game 
of golf and all the qualifications necessary to become expert 
at in—including that of not being able to count over five—or 
having a good forgetter. That’s the way most of the golfers 
get good scores. But—be sure to leave your conscience and 
your temper at home.

Administrative Tax Costs 


The cost of administering the state gasoline tax in Cali- 
fornia is low as compared with most other states in the na- 
tion. Recent figures compiled by Twentieth Century Fund; 
show that California is one of the fourteen states that in 1933 
—last year for which comprehensive figures are obtainable— 
spent the least proportion of their gasoline tax for costs of 
administration, the cost in this state being .2 per cent of the 
tax revenue. The national average is shown to have been .5 
per cent. Arkansas, which state had the highest cost, was 3 
per cent of the receipts—while North Carolina was lowest with 
.1 per cent. 

In contrast to this good record for low administrative costs 
of California’s gasoline tax, the cost of administering the 
state’s motor vehicle license tax was one of the highest in the 
nation. The cost in 1933 in this state for administering the 
revenue derived from this tax was 17.5 per cent. However, 
the report says, this cost probably includes amounts spent in 
regulating traffic, which if true places a different slant on the 
proposition. Illinois spent only 1.7 per cent of the gross rev- 
enue of her motor vehicle license tax for administration—and 
the average cost in 1933 was 7.3 per cent. 

The direct cost of administering gross sales taxes in Cali- 
fornia in 1933 and in 1934 was estimated at 1.7 per cent of the 
revenue derived from the taxes. In the two years 1935-1937, 
when there was a 3 per cent tax on retail sales, the cost of ad- 
ministering the state sales tax was estimated at 2.2 per cent 
of the revenue. A conclusion of the Twentieth Century Fund 
study is that ‘‘it appears to be generally true that a 3 per cent 
tax can be administered for less than 2 per cent of the rev-| 
enue; a 2 per cent tax can be administered for less than 3 per 
cent of the revenue; and a one per cent tax can, on the aver- 
age, be collected for a little more than 3 per cent of the rev- 
enue.,’’ 

The Twentieth Century Fund is said to be an independent 
foundation for research in the problems of public welfare and 
it is stated that ‘‘studies in current tax problems presents 
comprehensive material, supported by tables and _ statistical 
surveys, on issues confronting the American taxpayer.’’
